The California W ine Trust, 
the 
Whisky Trust and the various brew­ 
ery corporations have pooled their in­ 
terests in California in order to rescue 
the California saloons. 
Not daring to defend any of these 
malodorous institutions, these folks 
are conducting their pro saloon cam­ 
paign under the alias of the “Grape 
Growers Protective Association.” 
More than one-half of the grape 
acreage of California is devoted to 
raisin and table grapes and this in­ 
dustry would, in no manner, be affect­ 
ed by the dry amendment except that 
they would share in the general pros­ 
perity that always follows the adop­ 
tion of the dry policy. 
Greed of Wine Corporations. 
Of the one-half of the acreage de­ 
voted to wine grapes, eighty per cent 
Is owned and operated 
by 
corpora­ 
tions. 
So that in reality, only twenty 
per cent of one-half of the grape acre­ 
age of the state is being worked by 
individual farmers. 
These 
individual 
grape 
farmers 
have only one market for their pro­ 
ducts. 
They must sell to the Wine 
Trust at prices fixed by them or let 
their grapes ro t 
The Wine Trust al­ 
ways fixes the price of wine grapes 
at about one-third what table and rais­ 
in grapes bring and thus the individ-’ 
ual wine grape grower has been play­ 
ing a losing game for years. 
Feeding Grapes to the Hogs. 
Many of these individual wine grape 
growers have dug up their vines and 
planted the land to other crops. Some 
have fed their wine grapes to their 
hogs and some have grafted their 
vines with table and raisin varieties. 
The Wine Trust has the very few 
wine grape growers by the throat and 
they propose to keep their hands on 
the throttle. 
In some parts of the state, the table 
and raisin grape growers are forming 
auxiliaries to the California Dry Fed­ 
eration and are working for the pas­ 
sage of the dry amendment. They do 
not propose to being made a tail to 
the saloon kite.
